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RULES  OF  ORDER 

FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  COUNCIL 
ADOPTED  NOVEMBER  12,  1902 

(With  Amendments  to  19  32) 

Rule  I.  After  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair 
and  call  the  Council  to  order. 

Rule  II.  The  Secretary  of  the  Council,  if  present  (if  not,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese),  shall  call  the 
names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the 
names  of  those  present. 

Rule  III.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  lay  dele¬ 
gates  of  the  Parishes  entitled  to  representation,  whose  certificates 
shall  have  been  presented  to  him. 

Rule  IV.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Creden¬ 
tials  to  receive,  examine,  and  report  on  the  credentials  of  lay  dele¬ 
gates. 

Rule  V.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  such  lay  dele¬ 
gates  as  shall  have  been  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Credentials 
and  adopted  by  the  Council,  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present 
on  the  minutes. 

Rule  VI.  A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  present,  the  President 
shall  declare  the  Council  organized  for  business. 

Rule  VII.  The  Council  shall  then  proceed  to  election,  by  ballot, 
of  a  Secretary,  who,  being  chosen,  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint 
an  assistant,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  council. 

Rule  VIII.  The  Bishop  shall  then  deliver  his  annual  address. 

Rule  IX.  Nominations  shall  then  be  made  for  all  elective  offices 
of  the  Council.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  nominations  printed  on 
ballots  for  the  use  of  the  Council  before  the  afternoon  session.  The 
elections  shall  be  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  2:00  o’clock  p.  m.  The 
regular  Order  of  Business  shall  continue,  as  far  as  possible,  during 
the  elections. 

Rule  X.  Reports  shall  then  be  presented  in  the  following  order:

2.  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Admission  of  New 
Parishes. 

3.  Rep3rt  of  the  Archdeacon.

6.  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

7.  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

8  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds. 

9.  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Audit  and  Accounts. 

10.  Report  of  the  Department  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension. 
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11.  Report  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Education.

Rule  XI.  Elections  shall  be  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  two  o’clock 
p.  m.  of  the  first  day  of  the  Council  as  follows:  The  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Diocese;  Diocesan  Officers;  Members  of  the  Bishop  and 
Council;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  Synod  of  the  Province  of 
the  Mid-West;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  General  Convention; 
a  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  (nominated  by  the  Bishop). 

Rule  XII.  Before  the  close  of  the  Council  the  Bishop  shall  ap¬ 
point  the  Standing  Committees  provided  for  by  Title  I,  Canon  II, 
Section  7,  and  such  other  officers  as  he  has  to  appoint. 

Rule  XIII.  At  each  session  the  business  of  the  Council  shall  be 
called  and  acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by  vote 
of  the  Council. 

1.  The  Roll  Call. 

2.  Reading  the  Minutes. 

3.  Communications  from  the  President. 

4.  Reports  in  their  order  as  in  Rule  X. 

5.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

Rule  XIV.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand,  unless  to  address  the 
Chair. 

Rule  XV.  In  case  the  Bishop  shall  withdraw  temporarily  from 
the  sitting  of  the  Council,  he  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside 
during  his  absence. 

Rule  XVI.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service 
of  the  house,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  XVII.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  de¬ 
liver  any  matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  arise  from  his  seat,  and 
with  due  respect  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the  President, 
confining  himself  to  the  point  of  debate. 

Rule  XVIII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the 
same  debate,  without  the  consent  of  the  House. 
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Rule  XIX.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the 
members  shall  continue  in  their  seats  and  not  hold  any  private 
discourse. 

Rule  XX.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is 
put,  unless  excused  by  the  Council,  and  upon  a  vote  by  Orders,  the 
name  of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  XXI.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion 
shall  be  made,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefin¬ 
itely,  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to 
divide  it,  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  named. 

Rule  XXII.  A  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

Rule  XXIII.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and 
if  unqualified,  shall  be  settled  without  debate. 

Rule  XXIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House 
unless  it  be  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  XXV.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as 
the  judgment  of  the  Council,  and  shall  not  be  again  considered  dur¬ 
ing  the  session,  but  a  question  being  decided  may  be  reconsidered 
with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion 
to  that  purpose  by  one  of  the  majority  of  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XXVI.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XXVII.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing, 
and  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If 
recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by 
the  Council,  they  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
for  its  consideration. 

Rule  XXVIII.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the 
President  in  the  first  instance,  but  any  member  may  appeal  from 
such  decision;  and  on  such  an  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more 
than  once  without  leave  of  the  Council. 

Rule  XXIX.  Clergymen  of  the  Church  not  entitled  to  seats,  and 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
sittings  of  the  Council,  and  their  names  entered  on  the  Journal,  on 
their  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right 
to  take  part  in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XXX.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Council,  the 
minutes  of  the  last  day’s  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if 
necessary,  and  approved. 

Rule  XXXI.  The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future 
Councils,  unless  altered  or  rescinded,  and  shall  be  published  in  the 
Journal  of  each  Council. 
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THE  FIFTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  COUNCIL 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 

May  18,  1949 

The  Fifty-First  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 
convened  in  St.  Andrew’s  Church,  Valparaiso,  Indiana  on  Wednesday, 
the  18th  day  of  May,  1949,  this  being  the  day  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  approved  by  the  Bishop  and  Council  and  pursuant  to 
the  call  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese. 

There  were  Requiem  Celebrations  of  the  Holy  Eucharist  for  the  first 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  The  Right  Reverend  John  Hazen  White,  D.D., 
and  for  the  second  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  The  Right  Reverend  Camp¬ 
bell  Gray,  D.D.,  in  various  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  the 
Priest-in-Charge  of  St.  Andrew’s,  Valparaiso. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  The  Right  Reverend  Reginald  Mallett, 
D.D.,  S.T.D.,  was  celebrant  at  the  Conciliar  Celebration  of  the  Holy 
Eucharist — after  which  the  roll  call  of  both  the  Clergy  and  the  lay 
delegates  was  made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese. 

Election  of  the  Secretary 

The  Reverend  Leslie  S.  Olsen  moved  the  re-election  of  the  present 
Secretary,  The  Very  Reverend  Erland  L.  Groton,  and  that  the  chair 
cast  a  unanimous  ballot  of  the  Council  for  the  election  of  Dean  Groton. 
Thanking  the  Council  for  his  election,  the  Secretary  then  nominated 
The  Reverend  Harold  G.  Kappes  to  act  as  assistant  Secretary.  This 
nomination  was  confirmed  by  the  Council. 

The  Bishop’s  Annual  Address 

The  Annual  Address  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  was  then  delivered 
— and  is  to  be  found  printed  elsewhere  in  this  Journal.  Recommenda¬ 
tions  and  resolutions  offered  by  the  committee  on  the  Bishop’s  Ad¬ 
dress  are  as  follows: 

On  Artificial  Insemination: 

Whereas  Human  Artificial  Insemination  is  now  being  practised  in  an 
increasing  number  of  cases  in  the  United  States, 

And  whereas  it  is  the  business  of  the  Church  to  furnish  moral  guid¬ 
ance  for  its  people, 

And  whereas  this  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  is  made 
up  of  a  bishop,  priests,  and  deacons  of  the  historic  Catholic  Church 
and  of  representative  laymen  of  the  Church  in  Northern  Indiana, 

Be  it  hereby  resolved  that  this  part  of  the  Church  holds  Artificial 
Insemination  by  Husbands  to  be  a  moral  act  when  physically  neces¬ 
sary,  and  be  it  further  resolved  that  this  part  of  the  Church  holds 
Artificial  Insemination  by  Donor  to  be  an  act  contrary  to  God’s  will, 
of  an  adulterous  nature,  harmful  to  the  sanctity  of  family  and  individ¬ 
ual  life,  dangerous  to  society,  by  its  very  nature  uncontrollable  by 
human  law,  liable  to  produce  more  harm  than  good,  and  finally  by  its 
depersonalization  of  sex  a  means  of  reducing  womanhood  to  the  status 
of  mere  breeding  machines. 

And  be  it  further  resolved  that  we  go  on  record  as  not  impugning 
base  motives  to  the  part  of  the  medical  profession  which  has  practised 
Artificial  Insemination  by  Donor,  that  they  and  the  patients  involved 
have  had  honest  convictions  and  operated  from  motives  deserving  of 
our  respect,  but  that  we  differ  from  them  as  to  the  real  meaning  of 
Christian  marriage, 

And  be  it  further  resolved  that  when  further  information  on  the 
sociological,  psychological,  and  eugenic  aspects  of  Artificial  Insemin- 
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ation  by  Donor  are  available,  a  committee  be  appointed  by  the  bishop 
to  lay  the  facts  before  this  body, 

And  be  it  further  resolved  that  this  statement  be  made  available  to 
the  people  of  the  Church  in  this  diocese.

On  Displaced  Persons: 

Be  it  resolved  that  the  Council  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana,  this  18th  day  of  May,  1949,  respectfully  asks  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States  of  America  to  consider  promptly  and  favorably  legis¬ 
lation  now  pending  to  liberalize  provisions  and  conditions  for  the  ad¬ 
mission  of  displaced  persons. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  notify  the 
appropriate  Chairman  of  this  action.

THE  REPORTS  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEES  AND 
THE  DEPARTMENTS  OF  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL 

The  attention  of  the  Council  was  called  to  the  booklet  of  printed  re¬ 
ports  as  distributed  to  the  Council — providing  an  opportunity  for  home 
study  of  the  work  of  the  Diocese. 

These  reports  of  the  Standing  Committee  and  the  Departments  of 
the  Bishop  and  Council  were  received,  approved  and  placed  on  file. 
They  are  printed  elsewhere  in  this  Journal. 


Howe  School  and  Canterbury  College 

The  Bishop  introduced  and  presented  the  President  of  Canterbury 
College,  The  Reverend  Douglas  MacLaury,  who  offered  an  encouraging 
and  well  balanced  report  on  the  College. 

Col.  B.  B.  Bouton  later  spoke  to  the  Council  on  Howe  Military  School, 
the  outstanding  work  being  done  there  among  the  boys,  and  the 
present  fund  raising  campaign  for  a  new  Academic  Building  to  replace 
the  one  destroyed  by  fire  in  1.946. 


Other  Business  of  the  Council 

The  Reverend  Don  H.  Copeland  presented  the  report  of  his  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Promotion  by  title,  as  printed  elsewhere  in  this  Journal,  but 
added  to  his  report  the  following: 

1.  A  report  on  the  1949  World  Relief  program. 

2.  Remarks  on  Modern  Communications,  urging  immediate  payment 
on  committments  as  made  by  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the 
Diocese.  Mr.  Franklin  Miles  made  an  excellent  speech  on  the 
value  of  radio  to  the  Church  and  urged  greater  care  and  study  in 
this  field. 

3.  Comments  on  the  budgets  of  the  Church  to  be  presented  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Convention  this  fall,  acknowledging  them  to  be  more  realistic 
budgets  of  the  Church,  particularly  in  the  field  of  Religious  Edu¬ 
cation. 

4.  Comments  on  the  proposed  dual  financial  campaign  of  the  Church 
consisting  of  the  usual  Every  Member  Canvass  but  a  second  finan¬ 
cial  and  educational  campaign  in  the  spring — an  educational  pro¬ 
gram  centered  more  in  the  vestries  of  the  Church.  To  this  end,  the 
Clergy  of  the  Diocese  were  urged  to  offer  the  names  of  outstanding 
laymen  and  the  Bishop,  together  with  Father  Copeland,  would  nom¬ 
inate  men  to  attend  special  conferences  in  January  and  February 
as  promoted  by  the  National  Church. 

Dr.  Kenneth  Kintner,  of  Mishawaka,  presented  the  following 
resolution  on  the  question  of  a  two-fold  financial  campaign  as  pro¬ 
posed  by  the  National  Church: 

“Whereas  Faith  in  the  doctrines  of  our  Church  calls  for  365 
day  a  year  support  of  the  entire  program,  national,  diocesan, 
and  parochial, 
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And  whereas  the  financial  support  of  this  program  by  all 
churchmen  is  dedicated  once  a  year  in  the  form  of  the  ‘every 
member  canvass’, 

And  whereas  the  Department  of  Promotion  of  the  National 
Council  proposes  to  hold  two  financial  drives  during  the  next 
fiscal  year: 

Now  be  it  resolved  that  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  in 
Council  assembled  wishes  to  be  known  as  a  diocese  which  real¬ 
izes  its  responsibilities  and  gladly  accepts  them,  and  is  not  in 
favor  of  camouflaging  the  responsibilities  of  its  parishioners  by 
holding  two  financial  drives  as  suggested  by  the  National  Coun¬ 
cil.” 

5.  Finally,  Father  Copeland  spoke  on  the  plans  and  materials  for  the 
annual  every  member  canvass. 

The  Rev.  George  B.  Wood  presented  a  report  and  resolution  for  a 
possible  change  of  the  Annual  Diocesan  Council  from  May  to  October. 
This  resolution  is  to  be  found  printed  in  the  report  of  the  Bishop  and 
Council,  and  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Council. 

The  afternoon  session  consisted  of  the  elections,  a  paper  as  read  by 
Father  Dennis  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund,  the  resolutions  on  Arti¬ 
ficial  Insemination  and  Displaced  Persons,  a  report  c.f  the  1949  Lenten 
Mite  Box  Offering  and  the  adoption  of  the  1950  budgets  of  the  Diocese, 
the  Department  of  Missions  and  the  Departments  of  the  Bishop  and 
Council. 

At  luncheon,  the  Rev.  Samuel  H.  N.  Elliott,  Friest-in-Charge  of  St. 
Andrew’s,  Valparaiso,  extended  a  welcome  of  the  people  of  St.  An¬ 
drew’s  to  the  Council.  The  Bishop  called  for  a  vote  of  appreciation  to 
Father  Elliott  and  his  people  for  their  kind  hospitality. 

With  the  afternoon  session  complete,  the  Fifty-First  Annual  Council 
of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  was  adjourned  after  the  Council 
had  received  the  benediction  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.

DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 


My  dear  Brethren  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana: 

Greetings,  in  the  name  of  Our  Lord,  Jesus  Christ. 

I  would  like  to  put  some  words  of  Holy  Scripture  in  your  minds, 
for  our  guidance  this  day,  and  for  the  work  of  the  year  to  come.  To 
do  so,  I  point  out  the  words  of  the  prophet  Isaiah  when  he  said  (Isaiah 
58:13),  “Not  doing  thine  own  ways,  nor  finding  thine  own  pleasure,  nor 
speaking  thine  own  words.”  I  wish  we  could  make  these  sentiments 
our  sentiments,  looking  only  for  our  future  work  and  happiness  to  do¬ 
ing  God’s  work,  in  God’s  way. 

It  is  a  matter  of  deep  regret  to  me  that  the  war  in  China  has  called 
back  Bishop  Chang,  of  Fukien,  who  was  to  have  made  an  address  and 
struck  a  spiritual  note  for  the  opening  of  our  Council  as  first  planned 
for  last  night  at  Michigan  City.  We  accepted  the  proffered  hospitality 
there  eagerly,  and  I  want  to  express  our  thanks  to  Father  Flagg,  and 
to  Trinity  parish,  even  though  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  cancel  the 
opening  meeting,  and  to  have  this  one  day  session.  It  is  indeed  with 
pride  that  we  come  to  St.  Andrew’s,  Valparaiso,  for  our  Council  meet¬ 
ing,  and  to  hold  our  business  sessions  here  today.  Father  Elliott  has 
planned  it  well,  he  is  at  no  time  better  than  when  organizing,  as  he 
has  done  here  today.  God  has  given  us  many  blessings  during  the 
past  year,  for  which  we  return  thanks  to  Him.  We  look  with  hope 
into  the  days  of  the  future,  days  that  will  take  us  into  neW  and  un¬ 
trodden  paths  in  a  world  that  is  confused  and  muddled. 

My  first  word  must  be  to  tell  you  that  my  concern  is  great  for  the 
continued  building  program  of  Holy  Trinity  Church,  South  Bend,  a 
congregation  of  which  we  are  proud.  The  money  that  we  hoped  would 
complete  this  project  is  not  sufficient  to  do  it,  and  from  some  source 
we  must  find  additional  money,  for  the  work  must  not  be  stopped. 
I  do  not  know  that  the  Council  can  take  any  action,  but  each  of  you 
can  add  your  prayers  to  ours,  and  if  it  be  possible,  give  Father  Kappes 
or  me  some  hint  as  to  some  possible  source  from  which  we  may  find 
the  ten  thousand  dollars  we  need. 

From  a  business  point  of  view,  the  Diocese  shows  a  steady  increase 
in  its  work,  with  both  the  Diocesan  and  Missionary  Treasurers  showing 
fair  balances.  Several  parishes  and  missions  have  undertaken  advance 
work  and  in  some  instances  it  has  necessitated  going  into  debt.  I  want 
to  ask  every  Rector  and  vestryman  here  to  consider  most  seriously 
the  possibility  of  revising  their  financial  plans  so  as  to  wipe  out,  if 
possible,  or  cut  down  radically,  the  money  that  is  owed.  This  is  not 
uttered  pessimistically,  but  is  a  cautious  word  to  safeguard  the  work 
of  the  diocese  in  days  to  come. 
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During  the  past  year  I  have  visited  every  parish  and  mission  several 
times  and  have  met  with  vestries  and  committees.  I  feel  an  increas¬ 
ing  source  of  happiness  and  strength  in  working  with  our  priests  and 
with  the  fine  laymen  of  our  diocese  who  comprise  the  leaders  of  the 
church.  The  confirmations  have  been  satisfactory  enough  in  numbers 
to  insure  our  steady  growth,  and  the  quality  of  instruction  that  pre¬ 
cedes  the  presentation  in  most  cases  is  good,  and  in  some  places, 
excellent.  It  obtains  for  us  commendation  similar  to  that  which  is 
given  in  our  other  fields  of  religious  education,  notably  in  the  Lenten 
Offering  for  the  Church  School,  the  young  people’s  programs,  the 
Vacation  Bible  schools  and  the  Howe  Conference,  all  of  which  are 
possible  only  by  the  fine  work  of  Miss  Hunter,  to  whom  we  all  pay 
tribute.  Our  work  would  not  be  the  same  without  her. 

The  National  Church  Plans 

We  have  participated  in  every  project  that  has  been  brought  to  our 
attention  by  the  Presiding  Bishop  or  by  the  National  Council.  I  praise 
you  for  your  cooperation  in  this,  especially  in  assuming  our  missionary 
quota.  We  show  that  we  are  catholics  more  by  taking  part  in  the  plans 
of  the  whole  church  and  being  concerned  for  the  propagation  of  the 
Faith,  than  by  any  exaggerated  development  of  ceremonial.  I  know 
that  we  will  pay  our  mission  quota  this  year,  and  be  ready  with  enthusi¬ 
astic  spirit  to  think  in  long  terms  about  the  staggering  budget  that  is 
proposed  for  next  year.  The  national  radio  project  received  our  sup¬ 
port,  and  one  result  of  it  is  that  it  shows  us  ways  of  using  the  radio 
on  the  local  level.  For  that  purpose  I  am  having  an  expert  talk  to 
the  clergy  in  conference  next  month. 

Our  status  with  the  Church  Pension  Fund  is  sound,  and  their  report 
for  1948  shows  that  Northern  Indiana  had  eleven  beneficiaries  from  it, 
and  that  they  received  in  all  a  total  of  $5,530.00.  The  Fund  has  asked 
us  to  read  a  statement  to  the  Council,  which  will  be  done  in  due  course. 

Lambeth 

Since  our  last  Counc'l  meeting  one  great  event  of  my  life  was  my 
attendance  at  the  Lambeth  Conference,  the  group  of  329  Bishops  from 
all  over  the  world,  all  in  communion  with  Canterbury,  called  together 
in  conference  by  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury.  You  may  have  heard 
the  Encyclical  read,  or  you  may  have  studied  the  Lambeth  reports. 
I  am  not  now  going  to  review  these.  I  am,  however,  asking  your  at¬ 
tention  to  two  subjects  discussed  at  Lambeth,  that  of  displaced  persons, 
and  the  subject  of  artificial  insemination,  about  which  we  may  take 
some  action.  They  will  be  brought  to  your  attention  at  another  time. 
This  statement  is  to  let  the  Diocese  know  that  I  appreciate  the  spirit 
of  generosity  in  the  Diocese  that  enabled  me  to  go  to  Lambeth.  I  was 
particularly  happy  to  be  there  for  those  first  three  weeks  when  I  was 
one  of  three  American  bishops  taking  part  in  the  great  weekend  ser¬ 
vices  in  every  Diocese  of  the  British  Isles.  I  am  especially  grateful 
to  the  clergy  and  officers  of  the  Diocese  for  their  care  in  helping  me 
arrange  my  work  so  that  the  Diocese  would  not  suffer  by  my  absence. 
This  expression  of  thanks  is  from  my  heart,  for  I  derived  a  stimulating 
spiritual  experience  from  my  attendance  at  Lambeth. 

Clerical  Changes 

The  Rev.  Daniel  J.  Welty  has  been  ordained  both  deacon  and  priest 
since  our  last  Council  meeting,  and  is  now  Rector  of  Trinity  Church, 
Peru.  That  parish  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  having  acquired  a  new 
Rectory,  made  possible  by  the  energetic  determination  of  the  laity  to 
have  a  resident  priest,  and  through  the  bequest  of  Mrs.  Averill.  (As 
an  aside,  it  moves  me  to  ask  you  all  to  notice  the  value  of  bequests  to 
the  Church.) 
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The  Rev.  George  Childs  has  retired  as  Rector  of  St.  Paul’s,  LaPorte, 
and  has  received  many  deserved  testimonials  from  the  parish,  the 
community,  and  the  Diocese,  for  h:s  faithfulness  as  a  parish  priest,  and 
for  his  life  as  a  Christian  gentleman.  The  respected  name  of  Childs 
is  still  on  our  active  clergy  list,  for  his  son,  Robert  Childs,  was  ordered 
Deacon  last  month,  and  is  now  assistant  at  Trinity  Church,  Ft.  Wayne. 
The  Rev.  Eric  Pearson,  of  the  Diocese  of  0:lford,  is  now  in  residence  at 
LaPorte  as  Rector,  having  been  instituted  last  week. 

Father  Reimer  has  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Harrisburg, 
and  the  Rev.  Robert  C.  Holmes,  of  the  Diocese  of  Michigan,  is  now 
Rector  at  Logansport.  The  story  of  the  laymen’s  activity  there  in  pre¬ 
paring  the  church  and  the  Rectory  for  the  new  incumbent  makes  in¬ 
teresting  reading,  and  much  credit  is  due  them  for  their  painstaking 
work,  guided  by  their  senior  warden,  Mr.  Rupert  Esser.  Fr.  Elliott 
has  been  relieved  of  the  work  at  Hobart,  and  the  Rev.  Wilbur  Dexter 
is  priest-in-charge  there,  living  in  Hobart,  and  ready  to  occupy  the  new 
Rectory  soon  to  be  completed. 

Father  Rehfeld  became  Rector  of  St.  Paul’s,  Hammond,  following 
the  transfer  of  Father  Yoder  to  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  and  Father 
Mosier  took  his  place  at  Goshen.  The  Mosiers  are  very  happy  in  the 
newly  renovated  Rectory  at  St.  James’  Church,  the  result  of  the  lay¬ 
men’s  work  last  summer.  A  glimpse  into  the  newly  decorated  Rec¬ 
tories  of  the  Diocese,  especially  into  their  modernized  kitchens,  would 
please  the  most  fastidious  person. 

The  Rev.  John  Stevenson  has  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of 
Dallas. 

The  Rev.  William  E.  Hoffenbacher  and  the  Rev.  Frank  Bozarth  both 
appear  in  our  Diocesan  lists  as  non-parochial,  and  both  are  inhibited 
from  performing  any  priestly  function. 

Of  our  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  Joseph  D.  Carter,  Jr.,  has  been 
ordered  Deacon  and  will  serve  as  assistant  at  St.  Matthew’s,  Evanston, 
Illinois.  Charles  R.  Boswell,  having  been  ordered  Deacon,  is  now  as¬ 
sistant  at  St.  John’s,  Elkhart.  The  Rev.  I.  L.  Kitts  (Colonel,  United 
States  of  America),  on  the  staff  at  Culver  Military  Academy,  is  now  a 
priest  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 

The  Rev.  David  Reid,  formerly  of  the  Diocese  of  Carlisle,  is  my 
Chaplain,  and  is  in  residence  at  South  Bend.  All  of  these  men,  new  to 
the  Diocese,  will  be  presented  to  the  Council  today. 

Our  Postulants  are:  Hugh  Neil  Barnes,  Donald  Westlake  Ingerson, 
John  Jerome  Phillips,  Wallace  Lewis  Wells,  Horace  L.  Varian,  Jr., 
Jere  Michel,  John  T.  Russell,  Richard  T.  Adams,  and  Glen  McCutcheon. 

Some  Activities  Outside  the  Diocese 

In  the  past  year  I  have  continued  several  fields  of  work  that  our 
Diocese  has  had  many  years,  notably  in  participating  in  the  work  at 
Nashotah  House  as  a  Trustee,  and  as  acting  president  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Howe  School.  In  my  connection  with  Howe  I  took  part  in 
dinners  and  rallies  in  eight  large  cities,  in  our  campaign  to  raise 
money  for  the  new  academic  builing.  A  report  of  Howe  will  be  made 
to  the  Council  today.  I  also  attended  and  presided  as  president  of  the 
Trustees  of  Canterbury  College,  about  which  you  will  hear  from  Presi¬ 
dent  MacLaury  today.  I  gave  several  days  to  the  Bishop  of  Chicago, 
as  he  is  without  a  Suffragen.  I  addressed  375  people  at  the  annual 
convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Dond  du  Lac,  and  I  preached  for  a  week 
in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  in  the  large  parish  church  where  I  was 
ordained  to  the  priesthood.  I  conducted  a  retreat  and  conference  for 
the  wives  of  the  clergy  in  the  Diocese  of  Dallas,  and  I  conducted  a 
three-dya  retreat  for  sixty  Seminarists  from  Seabury-Western.  One  of 
the  really  big  weekends  was  two  days  at  Bloomington  at  the  State 
University,  meeting  with  faculty,  students,  the  Canterbury  Club,  and 
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preaching  in  the  parish  church.  Not  the  least  of  my  activities  in  im¬ 
portance  was  two  visits  to  Culver.  Our  church  has  about  150  boys 
there,  and  Colonel  Kitts  (as  priest)  exerts  a  great  influence.  He  re¬ 
cently  presented  to  me  eight  cadets  for  confirmation.  He  celebrates 
the  Eucharist  every  Sunday  in  the  library  there,  and  reports  that  on 
Easter  day  there  were  seventy-two  in  attendance. 

Now  I  commend  to  you  for  your  close  attention  the  work  of  the  day. 
It  is  important  because  it  Is  God’s  work.  We  are  to  elect  many  men  to 
offices,  among  them  the  delegates  to  the  General  Convention.  Each 
man  elected  must  be  the  best  man  for  the  job  that  we  can  get,  all 
must  be  men  of  good  will,  full  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  capable  or  repre¬ 
senting  us  for  the  important  issues  that  will  be  raised.  They  do  not 
go  instructed,  but  they  must  know  our  mind  and  be  faithful  in  giving 
attention  to  every  minute  of  the  work  there.  We  are  assembled  in 
God’s  name  and  Presence:  let  us  do  our  work  ever  conscious  of  His 
presence,  and  as  men  anxious  to  do  His  will.

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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  DIOCESE 
OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA  TO  THE  FIFTY-FIRST  ANNUAL 
COUNCIL  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

The  Standing  Committee  begs  to  submit  its  annual  report  to  the 
Fifty-First  Annual  Council,  and  in  doing  so  fulfills  the  canonical  re¬ 
quirements. 

At  the  Fiftieth  Council,  convened  in  Mishawaka  on  May  3,  1948,  the 
following  were  duly  elected:  Revd.  Frs.  Murphy,  Sheridan,  Copeland, 
Wood,  Kappes. 

The  Standing  Committee  met  at  Saint  James’  Church,  South  Bend, 
on  May  17th  and  reviewed  certain  recommendations  from  the  Board 
of  Examining  Chaplains.  At  the  same  time  Mr.  Daniel  Welty,  a  Candi¬ 
date  for  Holy  Orders,  was  recommended  to  be  Ordered  a  Deacon. 
A  legal  and  canonical  petition  was  received  from  the  Rector,  Wardens 
and  Vestrymen  of  St.  Mark’s  Parish,  Howe,  to  sell  a  real  estate  prop¬ 
erty  housing  the  “old”  parish  hall.  Consent  was  duly  given,  and 
record  made  that  the  proceeds  were  to  be  placed  in  a  fund  to  erect  a 
new  parish  hall.  In  executive  session  the  Standing  Committee  met 
with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  as  a  council  of  advice. 

On  June  6th  the  canonical  consent  was  given  to  the  election  of  the 
Rt.  Revd.  Henry  Irving  Loutitt  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese 
of  South  Florida.  Consent  was  given  to  the  Diocese  of  Central  New 
York  to  elect  a  Suffragan  Bishop.  Consent  was  given  to  the  election  of 
the  Revd.  Theodore  Mott  Barth  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese 
of  Tennessee.  Gave  consent  to  the  Diocese  of  Virginia  to  elect  a 
Suffragan  Bishop. 

On  June  30th  the  Standing  Committee  gave  canonical  consent  to  the 
election  of  the  Revd.  Edward  Hamilton  West  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of 
the  Diocese  of  Florida.  Having  received  a  petition  from  a  special 
meeting  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  of  the  Diocese,  consent  was  given 
to  the  sale  of  the  real  estate  properties  of  St.  Alban’s,  East  Chicago. 
Due  notice  was  given  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana,  as  under  the  date  of  June  30,  1948. 

The  Standing  Committee  met  at  Saint  James’  Church,  South  Bend, 
on  August  13th.  Canonical  consent  was  given  to  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  to  elect  a  Bishop  Coadjutor.  Consent  was  given  to  the  elec¬ 
tion  of  the  Revd.  Matthew  George  Henry  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
of  Western  North  Carolina.  Consent  was  given  to  the  election  of  the 
Revd.  Charles  Asa  Clough  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Springfield. 
A  canonical  petition  was  received  from  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Ves¬ 
trymen  of  Trinity  Parish,  Ft.  Wayne,  to  procure  a  mortgage  of  twenty 
thousand  ($20,000.00)  dollars  for  certain  rehabilitation  plans  in  said 
parish.  Full  details  are  spread  upon  the  minute  book.  Canonical  con¬ 
sent  was  given,  and  the  papers  notarized. 

On  September  1st  the  Standing  Committee  recommended  that  Mr. 
Robert  Childs  be  made  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

On  September  14th  the  Standing  Committee  met  as  a  council  of 
advice  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  made  certain  recommen¬ 
dations. 

On  October  24th  Mr.  Charles  Boswell  was  recommended  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  be  made  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

On  November  3rd  canonical  consent  was  given  to  the  consecration 
of  The  Ven.  Walter  M.  Higley  to  be  Suffragan  Bishop  of  Central  New 
York. 

On  November  24th  the  Standing  Committee  again  met  as  a  Council 
of  advice  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  At  the  same  time  a  petition 
was  received  from  the  Parish  of  the  Good  Shepherd  in  East  Chicago 
to  execute  a  mortgage  for  the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred 
($500.00)  dollars.  Canonical  consent  was  given,  and  the  papers  no¬ 
tarized.  At  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Diaconate  of 
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the  Revd.  Daniel  J.  Welty  was  shortened  to  six  months.  The  Standing 
Committee  at  the  same  meeting  recommended  the  Revd.  Daniel  J. 
Welty,  a  Deacon,  to  be  advanced  to  the  Sacred  Priesthood.  Consent 
was  given  to  the  election  of  the  Very  Revd.  Donald  James  Campbell 
to  be  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Los  Angeles. 

On  November  30th  consent  was  given  to  the  election  of  the  Revd. 
Jonathan  Goodhue  Sherman  to  be  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Long  Island. 

On  December  17th  canonical  consent  was  given  to  the  election  of 
the  Revd.  Girault  Jones  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana. 
A  petition  was  received  from  the  Rector,  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of 
St.  Mark’s  Parish,  House,  to  place  a  mortgage  on  its  real  estate 
properties.  Consent  was  duly  given,  and  the  papers  notarized. 

On  January  17th,  1949,  consent  was  given  to  the  election  of  the  Revd. 
Robert  Fisher  Gibson  to  be  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Vir¬ 
ginia.  Consent  was  given  to  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania  to  elect  a 
Bishop-Suffragan.  Consent  was  given  to  the  Diocese  of  Alabama  to 
elect  a  Bishop-Suffragan. 

On  March  2nd,  consent  was  given  to  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  to  elect  a 
Bishop  Coadjutor. 

On  March  7th  the  Standing  Committee  recommended  that  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  Order  Mr.  Charles  Boswell  a  Deacon  in  the  Church  of 
God. 

On  March  11th  the  Standing  Committee  recommended  that  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  make  Mr.  Robert  Childs  a  Deacon  in  this  Church. 

On  April  5th  consent  was  given  to  the  Diocese  of  Minnesota  to  elect 
a  Suffragan  Bishop. 

Cn  April  25th  Mr.  Joseph  Dean  Carter,  a  Candidate,  was  recom¬ 
mended  to  the  Bishop  to  be  made  a  Deacon  in  this  Church. 

On  May  12th  consent  was  given  to  the  election  of  the  Revd.  Ran¬ 
dolph  Royall  Claiborne  to  be  the  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Alabama.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 

This  report  covers  five  meetings  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  of  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  viz.:  April  14,  1948;  June  25,  1948;  Novem¬ 
ber  3,  1948;  January  17,  1949,  and  April  5,  1949. 

The  meeting  of  April  14,  1948  was  a  special  meeting  held  at  the  Mis¬ 
sion  Church  of  St.  Alban  the  Martyr  in  East  Chicago  and  at  The  Church 
of  the  Good  Shepherd  in  East  Chicago,  for  consideration  of  that  whole 
field  of  work. 

The  meeting  resulted  in  the  following  motion,  made  by  The  Reverend 
Don  H.  Copeland  and  passed  by  the  Council:  “That  a  committee  be 
empowered  to  negotiate  with  the  Polish  Catholic  Church  for  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  the  property  of  the  Mission  Church  of  St.  Alban  the  Martyr 
and  report  back  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority.” 

*  *  * 

A  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  on  June  25,  1948  at  St.  James’ 
Parish  in  South  Bend  and  was  a  special  meeting,  authorization  having 
been  received  from  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  from  London,  England. 
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The  Council  adopted  the  following  resolutions  pertaining  to  the  sale 
of  the  property  of  the  Mission  Church  of  St.  Alban  the  Martyr  in  East 
Chicago: 

1.  On  Dissolving  of  St.  Alban’s  Parish. 

2.  On  Sale  of  the  Mission  Church  of  St.  Alban  the  Martyr. 

3.  A  Petition  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

*  *  * 

The  meeting  of  November  3,  1948  was  held  at  the  Episcopal  Residence 
in  South  Bend  and  resulted  in  the  following  actions  pertaining  to  the 
various  Departments  of  the  Council: 

The  Department  of  Missions: 

1.  An  amount  of  $35.00  was  voted  for  the  building  up  of  a  set  of 
slides  on  the  Mission  properties  of  the  Diocese. 

2.  That  insurance  upon  mission  properties  be  increased. 

3.  That  “the  Council,  having  learned  about  the  actions  of  the 
Trustees,  are  gratified  with  the  efforts  of  the  Trustees  to  ad¬ 
vance  the  work  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  in  the  Mission  fields 
of  the  Diocese.”  This  resolution,  adopted  by  the  Council,  is  in 
reference  to  action  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  in  allowing 
both  St.  Andrew’s,  Valparaiso  and  St.  Stephen’s,  Hobart  to  bor¬ 
row  funds  for  the  advancement  of  their  work. 

The  Department  of  Publicity: 

The  chairman  reported  regarding  publication  of  The  Beacon  and 
offered  the  suggestion  that  other  than  communicants  may  be  on  the 
mailing  list — to  which  The  Reverend  Robert  J.  Murphy  moved  that 
this  be  an  action  of  the  Council  and  all  Clergy  be  so  notified. 

The  Department  of  Finance: 

1.  That  the  listing  of  the  item  in  the  budget  of  “Bishop’s  Home — 
Upkeep  and  Insurance”  be  changed  to  read  “Episcopal  Resi¬ 
dence — Insurance  and  Expense.” 

2.  That  the  item  in  the  budget  of  the  salary  of  the  Bishop,  in  the 
amount  of  $6,000.00  be  changed  to  $5,400.00  and  the  $600.00  be 
added  to  the  upkeep  of  the  Episcopal  Residence,  making  that 
item  in  the  budget  to  read  $900.00. 

Finally,  after  an  open  discussion,  it  was  suggested  that  the  Bishop 
appoint  a  special  committee  to  consider  the  possibility  of  having  the 
Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  changed  from  May  to  either  late  October 
or  early  November. 

#  *  * 

The  meeting  of  January  17,  1949  was  held  at  the  Episcopal  Resi¬ 
dence,  at  which  time  a  representative  from  Howe  School  presented  to 
the  Council  plans  for  the  raising  of  funds  for  the  building  of  an 
Academic  Building. 

A  letter  from  the  Presiding  Bishop  resulted  in  a  resolution  to  the 
National  Council  for  “more  concrete  and  inspiring  facts  regarding 
mission  work”;  and  an  increase  of  10%  in  the  quota  of  this  Diocese 
to  the  National  Church.  In  addition  to  this,  a  gift  of  $25.00  would 
make  the  expectation  from  this  Diocese  in  the  amount  of  $8,000.00. 
The  following  telegram  was  sent  to  the  Presiding  Bishop: 

“In  response  to  your  letter  to  Bishop  Mallett,  the  Bishop 
and  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  meeting  on 
January  17,  1949  increased  its  1949  quota  by  10%  or  from 
$7,250.00  to  $7,975.00.  A  special  gift  of  $25.00  makes  the  ex¬ 
pectation  from  this  Diocese  of  $8,000.00  for  1949.” 
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The  Department  of  Missions: 

The  Bishop  announced  a  separation  of  the  Valparaiso  and  Hobart 
field  of  work,  and  that  The  Reverend  Wilbur  Dexter  would  be  in  resi¬ 
dence  in  Hobart  late  in  February. 

A  motion  passed  by  the  Council  increased  the  stipend  of  The  Rev¬ 
erend  Harold  G.  Kappes  by  $300.00  as  of  the  first  of  the  year. 

The  Department  of  Christian  Education: 

The  chairman  on  The  Church  School  and  Lenten  Offering  offered 
remarks  on  the  annual  Mite  Box  Offering  and  stated  that  his  committee 
had  set  a  goal  of  $3,200.00  for  1949. 

A  motion  passed  by  the  Council  allowed  an  increase  of  $50.00  to  the 
department,  making  a  total  budget  of  this  department  of  $500.00. 

Mrs.  Paul  Kerr,  president  of  the  Diocesan  Auxiliary,  stated  that  the 
Auxiliary  had  added  to  its  Board  a  Diocesan  Chairman  of  Personnel, 
in  the  person  of  Mrs.  Lewis,  who  would  be  assisted  in  this  particular 

phase  of  Auxiliary  work  by  Mrs.  Fritz. 

#  *  * 

The  meeting  of  April  5,  1949  was  held  at  St.  James’  Parish  in  South 
Bend  and  was  a  meeting  for  the  consideration  of  both  the  1950  budgets 
of  the  Diocese  and  of  the  Department  of  Missions. 

1.  The  1950  budget  of  the  Diocese  was  approved  by  this  Council 
and  placed  on  file  for  adoption  at  the  Annual  Diocesan  Council 
in  May. 

2.  The  1950  budget  of  the  Depatrment  of  Missions,  together  with 
the  Departments  of  the  Bishop  and  Council,  was  approved  by 
this  Council  and  placed  on  file  for  adoption  at  the  Annual 
Diocesan  Council  in  May. 

These  budgets  are  to  be  found  printed  elsewhere  in  this  Journal 
of  the  Diocese. 

It  was  moved  by  The  Reverend  Don  H.  Copeland  that  the  1949 
budget  of  the  Department  of  Missions  be  amended  in  the  amount  of 
$336.00  for  work  at  Longcliff  Hospital,  Logansport  and  that  the  1950 
budget  carry  this  item  in  the  amount  of  $250.00.  This  motion  was 
passed  by  the  Council.  It  was  also  moved  and  passed  that  $300.00  be 
advanced  for  repair  work  at  Wawasee. 

In  consideration  on  the  Diocesan  budget,  it  was  recommended  to  the 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  that  Canon  5:  Sec.  8:F  be 
changed  to  allow  a  greater  amount  for  delegates  to  General  Con¬ 
vention. 

Dr.  Kenneth  Kintner  reported  for  the  Department  of  Finance,  not 
only  relative  to  the  making  of  the  Diocesan  budget  but  also  regarding 
the  amount  of  assessment.  It  was  moved  and  passed  by  the  Council 
that  the  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Finance  study  the  possibility 
of  some  new  system. 

The  Reverend  George  Wood,  chairman  of  a  special  committee  on 
the  possibility  of  changing  the  time  of  the  Annual  Diocesan  Council, 
made  the  following  report: 

“It  is  widely  felt  that  the  present  Diocesan  legislative  system  is 
cumbersome  in  that  the  Annual  Diocesan  Council  in  May  is  eight 
months  from  the  beginning  of  the  year  for  which  plans  should  be 
made  and  inspiration  should  be  received.  A  fall  Council  meeting 
would  give  the  opportunity  for  a  great  inspirational  service  on  a 
Sunday  evening,  and  the  presentation  of  budgets,  plans  (including 
those  of  the  National  Church),  and  missionary  program  at  the  Coun¬ 
cil  meeting  the  next  day.  The  reports  of  the  work  in  the  past  year 
would  be  reported  by  title,  having  already  been  accepted  by  the  Bishop 
and  Council  in  March  and  then  printed  in  full  in  The  Beacon.  This 
arrangement  would  probably  do  away  with  the  necessity  of  holding 
Deanery  vestry  meetings  in  the  fall  and  would  place  on  the  delegates 
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the  burden  of  accepting  the  Diocesan  and  missionary  budgets,  after 
full  information  on  and  full  discussion  of  the  same.  They  would  then 
return  to  their  respective  parishes  and  missions  with  a  knowledge  of 
what  financial  returns  were  needed  in  the  Every  Member  Canvass  to 
ensure  the  forward  work  of  the  Diocese  the  next  year. 

“Therefore,  be  it  Resolved  that  the  Bishop  and  Council  recommends 
to  the  Diocesan  Council  that  beginning  in  the  year  1951  the  Annual 
Diocesan  Council  be  held  within  the  first  two  weeks  of  October,  except 
in  the  year  of  General  Convention,  when  it  will  be  held  no  later  than 
the  last  week  of  October,  and 

“Therefore,  to  effect  this  change  in  Diocesan  procedure,  the  Bishop 
and  Council  recommends  to  the  Diocesan  Council  the  following  amend¬ 
ment  of  the  first  sentence  of  Section  3  of  Article  V  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana: 

“  ‘There  shall  be  held  annually  a  Council  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  which  shall  be  convened  by  a  summons  issued  by  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  in  Counsel  with  the  Standing  Committee,  or  if  there  be 
no  Bishop,  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  during  the  last  quarter  of 
the  year,  at  such  place  as  may  be  deemed  most  convenient’.” 

This  report  was  unanimously  accepted  by  the  Council  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Constitutions  and  Canons  for  report  to  the  Annual 
Council. 

(NOTE:  The  above  report  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Fifty- 
First  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  on  May  18th, 
1949.) 

A  meeting  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  was  held  following  the  Annual 
Council  at  St.  Andrew’s  Church,  Valparaiso,  on  May  18,  1949  for  organ¬ 
izational  purposes  of  the  newly  elected  Council  and  resulted  in  the 
following  action: 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  was  authorized  to  organize  the  Depart¬ 
ments  of  the  Council,  to  add  members,  and  to  notify  members  ac¬ 
cordingly. 

These  are  the  meetings  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  following  the 
1948  meeting  of  the  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  MISSIONS 

On  October  25th  the  Department  of  Missions  held  a  meeting  at  the 
Episcopal  Residence.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  gave  a  graphic  pic¬ 
ture  of  the  hopes  and  aims  for  the  work  of  the  department  in  the 
opening  of  new  fields  and  the  support  of  the  present  work.  The  chair¬ 
man  of  the  department  stressed  the  need  for  strengthening  the  exist¬ 
ing  facilities  in  the  Diocese  and  the  promotion  of  the  building  program 
of  Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend,  the  building  up  of  a  set  of  slides  of  all 
mission  property,  the  increase  of  insurance  on  mission  property  and 
emphasis  upon  the  Children’s  Lenten  Offering. 

A  second  meeting  of  the  Department  of  Missions  was  held  at  the 
Episcopal  Residence  on  April  4th,  1949  for  the  purpose  of  formulation 
of  the  1950  budget  of  the  department.  At  this  meeting,  consideration 
was  given  new  work  at  Longcliff  Hospital  in  Logansport  and  certain 
repair  work  at  Wawasee. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Missions,  The  Very  Reverend 
Erland  L.  Groton,  was  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  raise  a  special  fund 
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of  $1,000.00  for  aiding  St.  Paul’s  Mission,  Gas  City,  in  the  building  of 
a  Rectory-  Contributions  received  totaled  $1,070.95  and  were  received 
as  follows:

DEPARTMENT  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  Report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Education 

for  the  Year  1948 


The  Department  of  Christian  Education  was  appointed  after  the  last 
Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  and  consisted  of  the  following  com¬ 
mittees  and  chairmen:  The  Committee  on  Christian  Education,  The 
Revd.  G.  Collyer  Brittain,  Chairman;  The  Committee  on  Youth  Work, 
the  Revd.  William  C.  R.  Sheridan,  Chairman;  The  Committee  on  Sum¬ 
mer  Conferences,  the  Bishop,  Chairman;  and  the  Committee  on  Visual 
Education,  the  Revd.  Harold  G.  Kappes,  Chairman.  Miss  Jessie  Hunter 
is  Executive  Secretary  to  the  department.  An  over-all  policy  inte¬ 
grating  the  work  of  the  committees  was  adopted  by  the  chairman  at 
that  time.  Since  then  the  work  of  the  department  has  been  carried  out 
by  the  committees,  reports  of  their  activities  included  wih  this  report. 

Two  things  stand  out  as  being  noteworthy.  The  first  is  the  inaugur¬ 
ation,  by  the  Committee  on  Youth  Work,  of  a  Young  People’s  Leader¬ 
ship  Training  Conference  early  in  September.  The  other  activity  has 
been  the  successful  deanery  Church  School  Teacher’s  Meetings.  The 
purpose  of  these  has  been  to  inspire  the  right  kind  of  lay  leadership 
in  educational  work  in  the  parishes  of  the  diocese.  The  department 
is  also  proud  that  our  diocese  was  represented  nationally  when  James 
V.  Carr,  of  St.  Andrew’s,  Valparaiso,  was  elected  provincial  member  of 
the  National  Youth  Committee.

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The  Report  of  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Department  of 

Christian  Education 

Since  there  are  to  be  reports  from  the  chairman  of  this  department 
and  the  chairman  of  the  various  committees  in  this  department,  my  re¬ 
port  will  be  brief. 

It  has  been  a  wonderful  year  in  many  ways,  for  we  have  made  great 
strides  forward.  The  greatest  advance,  it  seems  to  me,  is  the  fact 
that  now  the  department  is  not  centered  in  one  or  two  individuals 
but  in  a  large  group  of  loyal  and  enthusiastic  laymen  and  women 
throughout  the  diocese.  This  is  as  it  should  be  and  is  a  healthy  pic¬ 
ture,  for  it  means  the  work  continues — no  matter  who  is  at  the  helm. 
We  must  continually  remind  ourselves  as  Christian  teachers  and 
leaders  of  the  words  of  St.  John  the  Baptist:  “He  (our  Lord)  must 
increase  and  I  must  decrease.” 

The  Committee  on  Education  has  been  under  the  able  direction  of 
Father  Brittain.  The  Committee  has  issued  curriculum  suggestions; 
bulletins  to  teachers;  Vacation  Church  School  materials;  guidance  for 
teacher  training  in  the  parish,  supplemented  by  Deanery  Teachers 
Meetings;  preparation  of  the  Lenten  Manual;  the  sponsoring  and  pro¬ 
motion  of  the  Birthday  Thank  Offering  and  the  Christmas  Missionary 
Box.  It  is  planning  a  Diocesan  Church  School  Rally,  a  manual  with 
pertinent  information  on  Christian  Education  for  the  parish  priest 
and  his  Church  School  superintendent. 

The  Committee  on  Youth  is  under  the  direction  of  Father  Sheridan 
who  has  helped  the  youth  of  the  diocese  in  many  ways  by  his  wise 
counsel.  This  committee  in  the  past  year  has  sponsored  a  Youth  Rally 
and  Leadership  Training  School  which  were  both  highly  successful. 
The  diocesan  youth  work  has  also  contributed  to  the  life  oil  the  pro¬ 
vince  and  the  national  scene.  Delegates  were  sent  to  Racine  (pro¬ 
vince)  and  James  Carr  was  elected  at  that  meeting  to  sit  on  the 
National  Youth  Commission  to  represent  our  diocese  and  province. 
We  were  also  represented  at  the  North  American  Youth  Conference 
and  contributed  in  no  small  way  to  its  tone.  We  plan  to  hold  another 
Youth  Rally  this  spring  and  to  be  represented  at  the  Provincial  Youth 
Leaders  Conference  and  at  the  National  Youth  Convention  in  San 
Francisco.  Also  under  the  direction  of  this  committee  the  Acolytes  of 
the  Diocese  met  for  their  yearly  festival  of  Evensong  and  a  supper 
meeting.  The  next  step  forward  for  this  committee  is  to  sponsor  and 
organize  the  young  girls  from  7  to  14  into  Girls’  Friendly  groups 
throughout  the  diocese. 

The  Committee  on  Summer  Schools  is  under  the  direction  of  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  All  one  has  to  say  to  any  young  person  in  the 
diocese  are  two  words,  “Howe  Conference,”  and  one  finds  oneself 
surrounded  by  adjectives  galore,  ranging  from  “super!”  to  “I  owe 
Howe  a  debt  I  can  never  repay,  for  in  four  short  days  it  made  me 
think  seriously  for  the  first  time  in  my  life  about  our  Lord,  the  Sacra¬ 
ments  and  my  own  life.”  Need  anything  more  be  said? 

The  Committee  on  Visual  Education  has  been  under  the  able  direc¬ 
tion  of  Father  Kappes.  Under  his  leadership  a  Diocesan  Lending 
Library  has  been  established.  There  are  now  25  sets  of  slides  and 
filmstrips  on  the  various  aspects  of  Christian  teaching  available. 
One  deanery  teachers  meeting  was  held  to  acquaint  priests,  superin¬ 
tendents  and  teachers  of  the  various  types  of  equipment,  and  litera¬ 
ture  is  dispensed  from  time  to  time  to  keep  everyone  acquainted  with 
the  “new”  in  the  field. 

I  also  think  you  should  know  that  we  as  a  department  are  contrib¬ 
uting  not  only  to  the  health  and  to  the  building  up  of  the  program  in 
our  own  diocese  but  to  the  whole  Church.  We  have  been  able  to  be 
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of  assistance  to  the  rural  clergy  of  the  province  in  conducting  a  two- 
week  course  on  Christian  Education  at  Michigan  State  last  summer. 
We  conducted  a  Deanery  Teachers  meeting  in  the  Diocese  of  Chicago. 
We  conducted  five  neighborhood  teachers’  meetings  in  the  Diocese  of 
Fond  du  Lac  and  spoke  to  the  seminarians  at  Seabury-Western  The¬ 
ological  Seminary.  We  are  planning  to  speak  on  Christian  Education 
in  the  very  near  future  to  the  seminarians  at  Bexley  and  at  the  Priests’ 
Institute. 

Last  but  not  least,  I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  each  and 
every  one  of  you  who  has  made  this  a  very  happy  and  fruitful  year: 
Bishop  Mallett  for  his  enthusiasm  and  understanding;  Father  Rehfeld, 
the  chairman  of  this  department,  for  his  wholehearted  cooperation  and 
wise  counsel;  to  the  chairmen  of  the  various  comm'ttees;  the  priests; 
and  to  every  man,  woman,  young  person  and  child  who  shows  forth 
our  Lord  in  their  daily  lives  thereby  giving  Christian  Education  flesh, 
bones  and  blood  and  not  just  a  thing  of  paper  and  ink.  All  of  you  have 
made  this  possible.

The  committee  wishes  to  express 
its  appreciation  for  the  Lenten  Manual  prepared  by  Miss  Jessie  Hunter 
for  use  in  the  diocese  as  a  guide  in  setting  up  church  school  programs 
for  Lent. 

The  committee  would  like  to  make  a  few  observations  and  recom¬ 
mendations  on  the  basis  of  our  past  experience.  We  are  acutely  aware 
of  the  parochial  problems  of  religious  education  in  the  diocese.  The 
problems  stem  not  so  much  from  inadequate  curriculum  but  from  the 
teacher’s  limited  personal  knowledge  in  the  Church’s  faith  and  prac¬ 
tice  which  can  be  extended  by  participation  in  the  teacher  training 
offered  in  the  diocese.  It  is  evident  from  our  dearnery  teachers’  meet¬ 
ings  that  our  teachers  are  interested  and  enthusiastic  but  are  also 
hampered  in  their  work  by  insufficient  knowledge  of  educational 
methods  and  techniques  in  using  the  available  curriculi. 

One  of  the  greatest  impediments  in  church  school  organization  in 
this  diocese  is  adult  lethargy  in  viewing  individual  responsibility  to 
the  youth  of  the  Church.  A  parish  must  realize  that  responsibility  for 
Christian  Education  does  not  rest  on  the  shoulders  of  any  one  priest 
alone,  but  must  be  shared  as  a  missionary  opportunity  and  obligation 
by  every  faithful  adult. 

The  committee  feels  that  these  problems  can  best  be  met  through 
a  diocesan  program  of  stimulation  which  this  committee  has  attempted 
to  provide  and  will  continue  to  provide  more  extensively  with  the  help 
of  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Education, 
Miss  Jessie  Hunter.  One  method  of  meeting  our  existing  problems 
could  be  a  two  or  three  day  Summer  Conference  for  clergy  and 
teachers.  The  committee  is  considering  such  a  program  at  this  time.

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The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Youth  Work 

This  committee  again  has  the  joy  of  reporting  a  fine  Howe  Summer 
Conference  last  year.  Though  our  Bishop  was  responsible  for  drawing 
up  the  plans  for  the  1948  Diocesan  Youth  Conference,  he  was  not  able 
to  be  actually  present.  (Along  with  more  than  300  other  Anglican 
Chief  Pastors,  Bishop  Mallett  was,  at  that  time,  attending  the  Lam¬ 
beth  Conference  in  London).  No  part  of  our  Church  life  more  clearly 
points  to  the  reality  of  our  common  Diocesan  Family  life  than  “Howe 
in  June.”  Here  our  Priests  and  Young  Churchmen  live  out  the  Faith 
as  a  unity.  Too  many  people  make  the  summer  conference  possible 
for  any  “thank  you”  list,  but  1948 — and  every  Howe  Conference — is 
one  of  our  special  blessings. 

This  year  it  was  decided  to  encourage  each  deanery  to  work  out  its 
own  programs.  The  three  geographical  divisions  of  the  Diocese  have 
done  that,  and  there  have  been  many  worthwhile  events  such  as: 
quiet  evenings,  pilgrimages  to  St.  Gregory’s  Priory  at  Three  Rivers, 
Michigan,  etc.  The  Calumet  area  has  had  an  outstanding  series  of 
programs.  During  the  Octave  of  All  Saints  (November  6th)  there  was 
held  the  second  post-war  Diocesan  Acolyte  Festival.  It  was  superbly 
arranged  and  conducted  by  the  staff  of  St.  James’  Parish,  South  Bend, 
under  Father  Copeland’s  directions.  The  Bishop  officiated,  the  Howe 
School  Choir  sang  Solemn  Evensong,  and  Father  Murphy,  the  School 
Chaplain,  preached.  Our  Howe  School — with  its  choir  and  Server’s 
Guild — made  a  very  special  contribution  to  the  Festival. 

The  Young  Churchmen,  at  the  time  of  this  writing,  are  looking  for¬ 
ward  to  a  Diocesan  Youth  Rally  at  Trinity  Parish,  Fort  Wayne,  on 
April  29th  and  30th — a  prelude  to  another  Howe  Conference.

We  wish  to  present  to  you  the  budgets,  which  have  been  approved 
by  the  Bishop  and  Council,  subject  to  your  consideration  and  approval. 

So  that  one  may  know  how  Diocesan  assessments  are  determined  in 
Northern  Indiana,  this  department  submits  the  following  explanation 
for  a  typical  year: 

To  figure  the  Diocesan  Assessment  for  each  parish  for  1949: 

1.  Add  the  “current  expense  includ  ng  salary  of  rector”  taken  from 
“Disbursements  for  the  Year”  chart  of  the  Annual  Council  reports 
for  the  five  years  1943  to  1947,  inclusive.  This  five-year  total  is 
known  as  Amount  A. 

2.  Get  the  sum  of  all  Amounts  A  for  all  the  parishes  of  the  diocese. 
This  sum  is  known  as  Amount  B. 

3.  Divide  Amount  A  by  Amount  B.  This  dividend  is  the  per  cent 
each  parish  owes  of  the  total  of  next  year’s  diocesan  budget. 

This  subject  will  be  investigated  during  the  coming  year  to  see  if 
the  Annual  Council  wishes  to  change  this  assessment  technique.
